Show Business 

Georgia was born under the 
big top while her parents, cir- 
cus performers, were “winter- 
ing” in Lewiston, Idaho, When 
they left their winter quarters 
Georgia was only six weeks old 
and already traveling with the 
circus, 

Her father wanted her to be 
a great circus performer and at 
the same time to get an educa- 
tion. She. was left, with . rela~ 
tives in Portland, Oregon, dur- 
ing the winter months so that 
she could attend grade school. 

After her father’s death, 
Georgia decided that it was time 
she earned her own living. Much 
against her mother’s wishes she 
quit school and became a full 
time performer. Billed as 
Georgianna, she joined her step- 
father in a “flying act” per- 
formed by three trapeze artists. 

When World War II and the 
draft broke up the act, Georgia 
joined the Women Marines. Aft- 
er the war, the act went on 
the road again, but times had 
changed and there wasn’t much 
demand.for cireus performers. 

She then decided to get the 
education. she had missed and 
enrolled: in Merritt School, Oak- 
land, Calif, where she earned 
her high school diploma -in six 
months.-Two years later she re- 
ceived her associate arts degree 
in journalism from City College, 
San Francisco. ‘ 

Military Career 

After working for a small 
paper, she joined the Women in 
the Air Force (WAF) and was 
attached to a publications 
squadron in St. Louis. It was 
here she attended Waskmeron 
University. 

When the publications -squad- 
yon was disbanded, she requested 
flying duty and traveled to such 
places as Rio de Janeiro, Pana- 
ma, Saudi Arabia, Morocco, and 
other foreign air bases. 
gaid that her most interesting 
flying experience was the: part 
she played in the Hungarian air 
lift.

In 1959 she married Staff 
Sergeant Clifford Rogers. After 
the birth of. their first baby, 
Erin, the Rogers were sent to 
Moroceo.

to Offutt A.F.B., and in Janu- 
ary, 1968, Georgia enrolled as 
afull time student in OU.

The Governor commented on 
how. shocked he is. to realize 
how: little people know about 
themselves and others.

“hood and sisterhood,” he con- 
tinued. 

“People condemn each other 
and we know when one attacks 
another_or an organization at- 
tacks another, it is a sign of 
our infancy. It is also a sign 
that -~we. have failed to measure 
up .to knowing ourselves and 
society,” the Governor went on. 

,The Governor said that for 
tthe. first time, man has the 
power of knowing and under- 
standing the basic power God 
put into the universe and we 
can use it to ‘build or destroy. 


Berlin Wall 


“The Berlin Wall is a trib- 
ute to man’s failure to under- 
stand himself and his neigh- 
bor,” he said. 

: The Wall is an example of 
the psychological walls we build 
between ourselves .and other 
people, groups, riations and eth- 
nic groups. Before we can go 
very far in ‘eliminating. the 
physical barriers, we have a 
responsibility to tear down the 
psychological barriers, he added. 
. “The first and foremost chal- 
lenge of all of us is creating 
an atmosphere of understand- 
ing and building an atmosphere 
of self-confidence in ourselves 
and to bring out confidence in 


ethers,” the Governor concluded.”
